Eloquently Urged by Ernest Harold 
Baynes in Closing Burbeen 
Lecture Last Night 


LOCAL CLUB ADVOCATED 


Ernest Harold Baynes, lover of 
birds and animals and a univer- 
sally accepted authority on both, 
lectured in Lyceum hall last even- 
ing on ‘Protection of Birds.’ The 
audience which nearly filled the 
auditorium sat spellbound by the 
story as it fell from the lips of this 
man who has devoted his life to a 
patient and sympathetic study of 
the feathered songsters. 

Mr. Baynes in opening asked 
three questions—Do the birds need 
protection at all? If they do, is it 
wotth our while even from a self- 
ish standpoint to furnish it? And, 
how can we best afford such pro- 
tection? In reply to the first he 
said one is frequently met by the 
statement that there always have 
been plenty of birds, are today 
and will be in the future. This 
position is not borne out by facts 
There are not nearly as many birds 
as in our grandfathers’ day. Some 
are extinct, others bordering upon 
a state of extinction. This may 
be accepted when it is remem- 
bered that so much as $100 is of- 
fered for a single skin of some birds. 


country in billions, and there are 
authentic records that flocks of 
them were so large that they would 
occupy hours in passing a given 
point, and darken the sky by their 
numbers. There was a colony in 
Michigan that was located in a 
tract of woodland about forty 
miles long and 10 miles wide, in 
which the trees were loaded with 
them to the breaking point. Some- 
times a single tree would show 90 


nests. They had a market value 
and people hunted them, and 
slaughtered them by the thou- 


sands. They would chop down 
one tree so that in its fall it would 
break down two or there other 
trees, and the ground would be 
covered with the maimed and 
bruised bodies of the birds. 

And these crowds of butchers, 
who called themselves human, 
would gather up what was mar- 
ketable and pack them in wagons, 
wheelbarrows, and barrels, and 
ship them ,way, receiving for 
them 1 cent apiece or 10 cents a 
dozen. Such as were too badly 
maimed they fed tothe hogs.

No- 
body volunteers taxes, nobody 
pays them unless he is assessed 
and few inform the government 
that they are under-assessed. In 
recent years added methods of 
taxation have been installed. In 
1891 Massachusetts the 
collateral inheritance tax law and 


passed 


in 1907 taxes on direct inherit- 
ances were added. In 1909 the 
Federal corporation tax law went 
into. effect and now the Federal 
income tax is imminent. It is 
probable, so far as we can judge 
by advance information from 
Washington that incomes of 


from $4000 up will be taxed, one 
per cent on the $4000 income and

$100,000 income. There is no 
escape. 

Can we extract any sunshine 
from the cucumber?

But, said Mr. Baynes, birds not 
only need food in winter time, but 
nesting sites, so that they may be 
led to stay with you throughout 
the year. This feature of the work 
has not been overlooked in Meri- 
den. There have not been any 
resident martens in that town for 
30 years, bre the experiment is 
being tried ‘to attract them, and 
marten houses upon substantial 
high poles have been placed in 
various localities. One or two 
martens have been seen looking 
over the prepared accommoda- 
tions and it is confidently believed 
that the prayers of the bird lovers 
of Meriden will be answered. 

Mr. Baynes has invented a 
nesting box that has proved prac- 
tical and many of them are in use, 
every season. His wife has la- 
belled the one in their garden 
“Bluebird Cottage” so as to warn 
away all trespassers, The inven- 
tion of a German Baron, who loves 
birds, is meeting with much favor. 
His box is made out of a log like 
a tree trunk, with the interior

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hollowed out, and entrance through 
a circular opening the side. 
These log nests are fastened upon 
trees, and their covering of bark 
harmonizes with the trunk, and 
thus looks more natural the 
bird seeking a home location. 
The inventor put up 2,000 of these 
boxes in one year, ans 1,700 of 
them were occupied the same sea- 
son. Birds need water as well as 
food, and for two reasons, the 
quenching of thirst, and bathing. 
Several pictures of different 
vices were projected in each of 
which the birds were shown utiliz- 
ing the same. Mr. Baynes makes 
his baths of graduated depth, asa

JUDGE JOHNSON 
HEARS MADDEN CASE

the action to remove Madden was 
completely ignored, and the court 
must find that the order of removal, 
under the circumstances is illegal 
and of no value, Judge Johnson 
did not pass judgment on the le- 
gality of the manner in which 
Madden was removed as Attorney 
Golden did not press for a ruling, 
and appeared anxious to put in 
all the evidence, to prove, regard- 
less of what the law required, that 
Madden was removed without pro- 
per cause and in bad faith. 

Mr. Golden continued: ‘We 
propose to show Your Honor that 
the action of Lieutenant Madden 
in taking issue with the chief en- 
gineer was justifiable, and that 
the fire department so far as hose 
three was concerned was entirely 
without discipline.” 

He then called the witnesses he 
had summoned to testify in behalf 
of Madden and Aldermen True, 
Blake, Marshall and Fox of the 
committee on fire were sworn. 
Edward Aylward, Joseph Canney, 
George Long, Thomas Lawn, and 
ex-Lieutenant Madden were sworn 
with the city officials. 

City Solicitor Maloney at this 
point before the taking of evidence 
was commenced asked the court 
to exclude all witnesses other than 
the person who was testifying. 
He said that the true situation at 
hose three could best be exposed to 
the court if the witnesses were not 
allowed to hear others testify.

He said that MceMorrow was drunk 
most of the time, but that he did 
not tell the chief, but had repeated- 
ly told the captain. The company 
horse was used by Adam Bustead 
without his consent as lieutenant, 
to haul leather from the Woburn 
Degreasing company to the Beggs 
and Cobb leather factory in Win- 
chester.

On the table in the directors’ room was 
a large and handsome bouquet of cardinal 
pinks with a card inscribed ‘From the 
directors of the Woburn Co-operative 
Bank, March 31, 1913.” 

As soon as the company had been seated, 
Herbert B. Dow in a few well chosen 
words and in his inimitable manner pre- 
sented to President James Skinner, a 
beautiful colored picture of a Dutch land- 
scape to be hung in the president’s room. 
On a metal plate fastened to the frame is 
engraved ‘James Skinner, from the 
Directors of the Woburn Co-operative 
Bank 1913.” 

Mr. Skinner was taken totally by sur- 
prise but was nevertheless equal to the 
occasion and after thanking the directors 
for their unexpected gift, said that physi- 
cally he did not feel very well, but mental- 
ly he was happy, and in an address full 
of earnestness and hope for the bright 
future of the bank, he gave a summarized 
account of its organization and of its 
phenomenal growth during the past 26 
years of its existence. 

“The bank,” he said, ‘was organized 
February 10, 1887. It was chartered, 
February 27, 1887, and began business 
March 10 of that year, with a capital of 
about $700. 

“The first few years were of slow growth 
owing to the prejudice then existing 
against it as many felt that it was at best 
but a doubtful experiment and was not 
needed in town as a Savings Bank was 
already in existence here. Subsequent 
events however, have fully justified the

Forth-five Men, Most of Whom 
live in Woburn, Walked out 
Yesterday 

Journeymen and — apprentice 
painters representing six or seven 
Winchester shops went on strike 
yesterday. Their demand for 44 
cents per hour for a week of ‘44 
hours was not agreed to by the 
bosses, and the men decided to 
strike. 

Painters have been paid all the 
way from $2.60 to $3.00 per day, 
and after the workmen in Win- 
chester and Woburn had formed a 
union the matter of wage advance, 
and kindred topics were fully 
discussed.

At 
this the bosses balked, and said 
they would pay 41 cents per hour 
for week of 44 hours. 

While the committee of employes 
that drew up the schedule to be 
submitted for arbitration, were 
inclined to consider the offer of 
the bosses as a distinct advance 
and one worthy of acceptance, they 
did not feel like taking decisive 
action, and the matter was _ re- 
ferred back to the union. The

THE LORING FACTORY 
EXPLOSION RECALLED 

The fire in the Cottle 
early this morning realls the fact 
that it was just eighteen 
ago yesterday that the boiler of 
the Loring tannery on Conn street 
exploded with such disastrous re- 
sults. 

Five men lost their lives in this 
disaster, the great brick chimney 
was leveled and a large portion 
of the boiler landed in a field 
about 200 feet away from its foun- 
dation. 

The main shop of this tannery 
was first erected in 1858 by a new 
firm of tanners under the firm name 
of Johnson, Campbell & Parker 
and during the early days of the 
rebellion they made a great deal 
of money supplying leather to the 
government the manufacture 
of cavalry and artillery equipments 
for the army. Business increased 
so rapidly in the early days of 
the war that a large addition was 
soon built to the main buildings, 
which since then have been very 
largely increased. 

The business was afterward car- 
ried on by Johnson & Parker, 
Horace Conn & Company, Bryant 
& King, Loring & Company, E. 
C. Cottle and later by his son F. 
EK. Cottle.

=) JAILED FOR CHARGE 


Secretary of of Treasury in Hun- 
gary Accused Premier. 


Zoltan Desy Imprisoned When He Ak 
leged Minister-President Used 
Three Million Kronen for 
Political Purposes. 


Budapest.—For years America has 
been described in the columns of the 
European newspapers not only as the 
noble land of liberty, but as the hap- 
py land of dollars and the unhappy 
land of graft. But here in Hungary, 
where we havo had a speaking ac: 
quaintance with graft, we have be 
lMeved always that America could not 
beat us in this matter. 

Now, this is no more a belief. It 
is an indisputable fact, since the trial 
of Zoltan Desy, ex-assistant secretary 
of the treasury, in the libel suit 
which was brought against him on 
account of his statement that Mints- 
ter-President Lukacs used 3,000,000 
kronen from the state treasury for 
party purposes. 

The trial ended with the sentencing 
of Desy to one month's imprisonment 
and a fine of 500 kronen after the 
presiding judge had refused to allow 
him to give evidence and prove the 
statement, 

This may seem to be incredible to 
Americans, but nevertheless it hap- 
pened. The minister-president pro- 
tested against any proof or argumen- 
tation and the court, in such cases

three judges and no jury, did not al: 
low the evidence. Public opinion pro: 
tested in vain against such a trial 
Lukacs still is the premier minister. 

After the trial the convicted ex 
secretary of the treasury issued anew 
the same statement and brought up 
proofs and arguments. Among these 
there was one according to which a 
bank director, Paul Elek, was brought 
before a “court of honor’ one year 
ago in his club and charged with 
abuse of the funds of the bank. The 
director at last came out with evi- 
dence to the effect that he gave the 
missing funds to the premier-minister 
in the time of the general election 
campaign for party purposes and he 
was acquitted by the “court of honor” 
and he is even now director, just as 
Lukacs is even now minister-presi- 
dent, although according to Desy he 
abused state money in millions and 
according to the bank director he ex- 
torted bank money from him. 

Count John Zichy, a member of one 
of the most ancient Hungarian fami- 
lies and the only Hungarian personal 
friend of Crown Prince Francis Fer- 
dinand, seems to believe the  state- 
ments of the other two gentleman, 
and not that of Lukacs, as he has re- 
signed as a member of the Lukacs 
cabinet. He went to Vienna to the 
Hungarian apostolic ring, Kaiser 
Francis Joseph, and resigned as sec- 
retary of education and culture on 
account of his unwillingness to in- 
dorse Lukacs’ doings in this matter. 


THINKS HE IS JACK JOHNSON 


Pittsburgh Millionaire Tries to Black- 
en Face When Seized for Endeavy- 
coring to Destroy Yacht. 


Jacksonville, Fla.—With his mind 
deranged as a result of excessive 
drinking, business cares and family 


troubles, John V. Sloan, a Pittsburgh 
millionaire, who has been Stopping at 
the Seminole hotel, was arrested by 
Officer Davidson while in the act of 
destroying the yacht Osceola in a Blip 
near the ferry dock, He is now con- 
fined to a cell, 

Sioan’s actions for twenty-four hours 
were peculiar, He is alleged to have 
cut up in different places, claiming 
that he was the real Jack Johnson and 
a terrible fighter, 

He was taken in charge several 
times during the evening, but suc- 
ceeded in getting away and continu- 
ing his “good time.” 

In the morning he was seen on the 
yacht Osceola. When approached by 
the officer the man stil] claimed to be 
Jack Johnson, and attempted to black- 
en his face with the ashes of his cl- 
gar and some burnt cork, 

After being placed in a cell Sloan 
attempted to burn his clothes, claim- 
ing that they were dirty and that he 
did not need them janger,

Lighthouse April 7, 1851— 
Capt. J. F. Rice involved 
in same Storm in 
Mid-Atlantic 


Capt. Joseph F. Rice, the well- 
known milkman from the West 
side, who for many years faced the 


dangers of the great deep, hailed 
a JOURNAL 
morning and told him that today 
was the 62d anniyersary of the 
great storm that destroyed Minot’s 
‘ledge lighthouse. 

The storm which lasted three 
days had its rise far out in the 
Atlantic, and travelled westward 
reaching Boston harbor April 7, 
1851. It resulted in a great des- 
truction of marine property. The 
captain, then a sailor before the 


mast, was on the ship Daniel 
Webster commanded by Capt. 


W. H. Howard of Watertown. She 
was bound to Liverpool and en- 
countered the storm 1000 miles out 
of Boston, April 5, and as a result 
passed through a terrible exper- 
ience. Notwithstanding thie, how- 
ever, the vessel made a wonderful 
trip passing Cape Clear light on 
the Irish coast in 10 days after 
leaving Lewis wharf in Boston. 
Subsequently baffling winds de- 
tained the Danicl Webster 5 days 
'in the Irish channel, but she tied 
up in the Waterloo docks at Liver- 
pool in 15 days from her date of 
sailing. For a remarkable achieve- 
ment of a sailing vessel under ad- 
verse circumstances, Capt.

Athletic 
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JOHNSON DECIDES 
MADDEN REMOVAL ILLEGAL 


In Emphatic Terms Says That Chief Engineer Allowed 
-Matters to Drift and Demoralization to Continue 


TRACY WILL TRY AGAIN 


Judge Johnson this morning handed down his decision in the Madden case heard by him in the local 
court last week. He found that Chief Engineer Tracy had proceeded illegally in discharging the lieutenant, 


and that Madden is still a member of the fire department and has never been removed. 

The second act in the drama took place this afternoon when Chief Tracy filed with the city clerk and 
with Lieutenant Madden in accordance with what the court has decreed the legal procedure must be, notice 
of his intention to remove Madden from the service on April 14, and notice of the suspension of the lieu- 
tenant without pay beginning at 9 a. m. tomorrow. 

Judge Johnson did not dissappoint the vast number of good citizens, who while the decision has 
been pending have openly expressed a wish that the court would not only treat the case from its judicial side, 
but that it would express an opinion on the conditions of affairs that have been tolerated in hose three as 
viewed by a citizen and property holder of the city of Woburn. 

The decision was filed with clerk Gage, and His Honor furnished representatives of the press with 
copies of his finding. After stating that the mode of procedure adopted was contrary to law, Judge Johnson 
comments briefly on the improper conditions and lack of discipline tolerated at hose three, and concludes 
by saying with reference to the indecent language used by Madden on the telephone to the chief engineer, 
that taken by itself it would have been ample justification for removal. 

He found that according to the evidence the driver McMorrow had grossly neglected his duties, 
and that Madden was not altogether blameless. The decision says that the chief engineer must have had 


knowledge of existing conditions in the company, and he should have disci plined the offender.

drift, and demoralization to continue.

‘true, at all events, in the light of 
advanced medical opinion, that a 
person needing liquor medicinally 
is too sick to be his own doctor. 

Here is the opinion of the Licens- 
ing Board of the City of Boston. 
(Pub. Doe 74. Dec. 1911. Pages 
8 and 9). 

“The Board is convinced that by 
no stretch of the imagination can 
the majority of sales of liquor by 
druggists really intended for 
medicinal purposes. The present 
statute leads only to a contempt 
for the law and to hypocrisy and 
deceit. Druggists of the highest 
standing have stated to the board 
their wish that sales of liquor in

cities and towns in Massachusetts 
only 88, or about 14 cent, 
granted sixth class licenses, 

Gentlemen, in the name of the 
people of Woburn, we wxhort you 
to grant no sixth class licenses!

OLD PLATE 5 FOUND 


French Explorer’s Tablet Discov- 
ered on Missouri’s Bank. 


Metal Bears Latin Inscription, the 


Arms of France and the Date 
- When It Was Imbedded 
in the Soll. 


—— 

Pierre, 8. D—A metal plate buried 
more than 170 years ago by Chevalier 
de le Vendrie of France to mark his 
explorations in this country and pro- 
claim the sovereignty of his king over 
the territory visited has just been 
found on the bluffs of the Cheyenne 
river near here, 

It was in 1741 that Chevalier de le 
Vendrie started on an exploration for 
France in the new world, coming into 
the west by way of the great lakes, 

On leaving France Louis XV, gave 
him a number of leaden or zine plates 
to be buried at the various points he 
visited. These were graven with the 
coat of arms of France and bore a 
Latin inscription, 

It was known that De le Vendrie 
went west as far as the Rocky moun: 
tains and came back to the Missouri 
river at some point not far from the 
present site of this city, but the exact 
spot was unknown, At the point where 
‘he reached the Missouri river his jour 
nal shows that he went to the top of 
a hill and buried one of the plates 

A few years ago Bishop O’Gorman 
of the Catholic church, in an address 
here mentioned the fact of the visit 
of De Vendrie, and said that at 
some time the plate he had buried on 
the hills along the Missouri river 
would be found. 

Another plate, 
chevalier, was buried on the bluffs 
of the Cheyenne river about sixty 
miles from the point where he reached 
the Missouri river, 

Recently at Fort Pierre, while play: 
ing near the school building, Hattie 
Foster, a little girl, picked up a niece 
of metal and gaye it to a boy to clean 
off, 

The plate was about eight inches 
Square, and deeply graven on one side 
Was the coat of arms of France and 
an inscription in Latin to the effect 
that it had been placed there in 1741 
by Pierre de le Vendrie in honor of 
bis sovereign. On the reverse side 
scratched with a sharp instrument 
pwas “Le 30 la Mars 1748.” 

The plate appears to be genuine.

Movement Started to have it 
Placed on the Common 


The northerly corner of the 
Common at Woburn will soon have 
a beautiful and lasting memorial 
of the Spanish war in general and 
of the battleship Maine in par- 
ticular, if the plans formulated by 
the Charles H. Moloy Camp of 
Spanish war veterans are carried 
to a successful consummation. It 
will be remembered that the city 
of Woburn, thanks greatly to the 
efforts of Mr. A. W. Whitcher, 
was one of the three cities in the 
United States to secure one of the 
cowls from the after deck of the 
battleship Maine which was blown 
up in the harbor of Havana on 
February 15, 1898. There it lay 
until the February of the year 


(1912, when the government raised 


the ship at a cost of one million 
dollars, and sent a load of the 
relics to Washingotn for distri- 
bution among patriotic societies 
and municipalities. MajorH.C.Hall 
filed a request with the Secretary 
of the Navy on May 4, 1911, that 
Woburn be given some share in 
the relics, and Leonard B, Buchan- 
an and A. W. Whitcher further 
helped to secure this relic. To 
comply with the formalities, Post 
161, G.A.R. became the official 
applicant for the cowl, and re- 
ceived it the 30th of September, 
1912. The cowl was officially 
granted to the city of Woburn on 
the 23rd of March, the same day 
that funeral rites were being held 
at Arlington Cemetery over the 
sixty-seven bodies which had 
been recovered from the wreck. 
Post 161 however, decided that it 
would be more fitting and _ sig- 
nificant to turn the relic of the 
Spanish War over to the Spanish 
War Veterans, which, accordingly, 
was done. 

A new step was taken recently 
when Mr. A. W.. Whitcher, who 
who had given so much help in 
securing the relic, started with a 
substantial contribution, fund 
for the purpose of preparing as uit- 
able spot on the Common where 
the cowl might be kept on ex- 
hibition, and for a suitable means 
of protecting it. The plans as 
formulated at present are to sink 
into the ground a substantial six 
foot concrete base, on which a 
steel frame with glass sides, while 
the whole will be protected from 
the elements by a copper roof. 
The approximate measurements 
will be six feet long by four feet 
wide, and approximaetly six feet 
high. It estimated that the 
total cost of this memorial will 
approach $150, which sum _ will 
be collected either by private sub- 
scription, or by public entertain- 
ments, as the Charles H. Moloy

Representative Parker  Per- 
sonally Conducted State 
Officials 
Yesterday afternoon a_ party 
consisting of Mayor William H. 
Henchey, Representative Parker, 
Mr. George Lyman Rogers, secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts Metro- 
politan Park Commission, and 
Engineer Rablin of the Commis- 
sion, covered fully the proposed 
route of the Woburn boulevard, 
and discussed it in all its details. 
Starting from the pumping sta- 
tion, the party proceeded directly 
along the old wood road at the 
base of the Horn Pond Mountain, 
where the only difficulty was that 
of avoiding the land owned by 
Messrs. Ginn and Thompson, on 
which no options have been’ se- 
cured, It was finally decided that 
the road could very easily pass to 
the right of the present road, hug- 
ging closely the base of the moun- 
tain, and meeting the present state 

road just north of Cove street. 

The party then proceeded to 
the old narrow gauge roadbed and 
followed it throughout its length. 
Here the proposed boulevard will 
pass to the right of the embank- 
ment, following the line of the 
lake, and-passing over the site of 
the new wells recently driven by 
the city of Woburn. Mayor Hen- 
chey, however, declared that the 
city would not object to this, pro- 
vided only that the water rights 
were left undisturbed. The boule- 
vard will cross the narrow guage 
at a point near the line of the E. 
Winslow Pierce estate,and will pass 
through a pine grove on the slope 
of the hill, to a point nearly oppo- 
site the icehouses. 

Here came the greatest difficul- 
ty, in which a choice had to be 
made between two The 
inspecting party went back around 
the lake to Water street, and leav- 
ing the automobile, went to the 
edge of the water. At this point 
the only logical route for the park- 
way, in the estimation of the en- 
gineer, at least, is from the end of 


routes, 


the narrow gauge,across the mouth 
of Put. FowleBrook,and the marshes 
adjoining, and meeting Water 
at the Shea estate. The 
difficulty lies in the fact that it 
has been impossible to get a fair 
option on the Shea estate. 

The only other possible route 
for the road would be to the south 
of the first route, in which case the 
road would have to be built on 
the side of a considerable slope. 
It was finally decided that the 
first route was so far the superior 
that it would be the route adopted 
even if it necessitated recourse to 
eminent domain in order to get 
the right of way. 

From this point .on there was 
little difficulty, the boulevard run- 
ning parallel to Water street on 
its south side, until Pleasant street, 
one end of the route, was reached, 
From here the party 
directly to City Hall, after which 
Messrs. Parker, Rogers, 
Rablin left for Boston.

The landlord of this tenement 
has been notified more than once, 
and different individuals connected 
with the water department have, 
it is alleged, been informed of the 
leak, but thus fa? no one has 


deemed it of sufficient importance 
to warrant ‘taking measures to 
end this wanton waste of water. 

Is it much to be wondered at 
that the water system of this city 
is such a burden of expense to the 
taxpayer, when its salaried em- 
ployees fail to take notice of such 
defects as this? As a rule these 
selfsame employees never neglect 
calling for their envelope on pay 
day, nor do they neglect to call 
attention of department officials 
to a dripping faucet, when one is 
found. Are leaking shutoffs in 
a different class? 

There seems to be no excuse for 
the long continuance of the waste 
in the case mentioned. Some one 
is to blame.

| R. Cutter, in his historical sketch of Woburn, in volume I of the ‘“His- 
tory of Middlesex County, Massachusetts’, writes as follows: 


“A view of Woburn from that height (Academy Hill) in 1820, by 
Bowen Buckman, Esq., gives a good idea of the appearance of the centre 
village at that date, before the marked changes of a later period had 
occurred,» The-Commion at that date would appear to be destitute of 
trees, and in the immediate foreground no houses exist on the level 
tract easterly of Pleasant street, and southerly of the Common, except 
a blacksmith shop of E. W. Reed. The other buildings shown in the 
sketch are less than thirty in number, and several of these are at some 
distance from the central point.

Buckman when the sketch was made, (Col. Leonard Thompson of Wo-

Number 7, next to 
the present Methodist church, was the residence of Dr.Sylvanus Plymp- 
ton, by whose name a nearby street is distinguished. The large meet- 
ing-house was the home of the First Church. It was built in 1809 and 
torn down in 1840. A new edifice was erected on the same site, and 
later passed into the hands of the Unitarian society. The building 
marked 10, a barn owned by Sylvanus Wood, Jr. was removed, the 
meeting-house set back in the space thus provided, and after extensive 
changes at an expense of $4290 it was rededicated as a Unitarian church 
about 1865, during the pastorate of Mr. Fay.

HOUSE OF THAGEDY 


Friend of Franz Josef Tells Story 
of Royal Family. 


Hatred of the Magyar to the People 
of Austria—Emperor'’s Positton 
Perilous—Was Once Attacked 
by an Armed Maniac. 


Budapest.—My little old man was 
back in his corner again, sipping his 
Turkish coffee, when I appeared, 
writes “A Diplomat” in the Saturday 
Journal, A few days had passed 
since, lounging in the same corner, he 
had told me the story of King Peter 
of Servia and had promised me for 
today a story of the Austrian royal 
family. 

“Was it Holland I promised?” he 
asked. 

“No; Austria,” I reminded him. 

“Ah! Franz Josef; yes, 1 remem 
ber his coronation. I was a_ boy 
then—an unknown boy—with a fancy 
for wandering; and I stood in his 
atudy two days before he was taken 
ll just lately—a friend. You are 
having vermouth, I see. Get the 
waiter to bring you a fragment of 
lemon for it. 


I first met Emperor Franz 
Josef at Murzteg. He was after ca- 


percailzie, and so was I. We _ had 
both set out overnight to climb the 
mountains so as to be ready when 
we heard the first call of the cock 
bird to his mate in the dawn. I 
fred my first shot just as daylight 
was breaking and in a few minutes I 
saw a man emerge out of the mist, 
fressed in a knicker suit, with Tyro- 
lean hat. He was obviously in the 
worst of tempers, for I had just dis- 
turbed some capercailzie which he had 
followed since before daybreak. How-

aver, the bird I had killed was a fine 
one; we fell to chatting and parted, 
[ without recognizing him the em- 
peror of Austria. Six years after- 
ward I met him at Budapest and he 
reminded me of the incident. He had 
remembered my face. 

“It was on his coronation day, how- 
ever, that I first saw him as emperor. 
| remember it was a warm June day 
In 1867, and he had assumed the title 
of king of Hungary. He was seated 
on a white charger shod with gold, a 
fozen orders biazed on his breast in 
the sunlight, and, urging his horse to 
the top of a mound, he waved his 
sword to the four corners of the com- 
pass and uttered the coronation oath 


to protect the kingdom from all in- 
vaders. 
“Now, please follow me _ closely. 


Had Franz Josef declined to do this, 
had he taken his seat on the throne 
as emperor of Austria only, he would 
probably have been assassinated 
within a short space. For your Mag- 
yar is a man who when he hates is 
the worst enemy on earth, and the 
Inhabitants of Hungary had got it into 
their heads that Franz Josef meant to 
grind down the Hungarians beneath 
the Austrian heel. . 

“No man, however, brilliant a diplo- 
mat he may be, can exceed the em- 
peror as far as his hold upon these 
two nations is concerned, and direct: 
ly he dies there will be, politicians 
declare, a sharp move on the part of 


a certain European empire in the 
north for war between Austria and 
Hungary. It is not ill health alone 


that binds the emperor to his palace 
60 much as the fear that his absence 
from the territory will be like remov- 
ing the buffer that keeps two enemies 
apart. 

“IT wonder how many secrets of 
such import that any of the biggest 
newspapers in Hurope would pay a 
king’s ransom to secure a single copy 
for publication are locked in that Ht- 
tle egriot wood cabinet in the em- 
peror’s study. 

“The house of Hapsburg has ever 
since his accession been absolutely 
dogged by disaster. Just before he 
ascended the throne a maniac attack: 
ed him with a knife and inflicted such 
injuries that his life was despaired 
of. Then nine days after his corona- 
tion at Budapest his brother Maxi- 
milian was assasinated in Mexico, His 
sister became engaged to King Lud: 
wig of Bavarta, but the match was 
broken off. And fortunately for the 
princess it was that the marriage waa 
never celebrated, for shortly after 
ward the king lost his reason and 
drowned himself in the lake of Star 
enberg. But the princess did not ef 
cape; she married the Duc d'Alencon 
and was burnt to death in the Parts

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OUTLAW TO START LIFE ANEW 


Abe Buzzard Was Evangelist During | 


Day and Stole Poultry at 
Night. 

Philadelpia.—Forty-one of his sixty- 
one years having been spent behind 
prison bars. Abe Buzzard, the notort- 
ous outlaw evengelist, was released 
from the Hastern penitentiary recent- 
ly. Speaking of his Jekyl and Hyde 
career, Buzzard says: 

“The world owed me a good living 
and I collected the debt the best that 
I knew how. I was not used right the 
time I was first arrested, and had I 
not been blamed for crimes I never 
committed, I would. never have re- 
sorted to the life that I have led. 

“I am converted now and ge 
that it does not pay to think thi you 
are going to get away with the kind 
of stuff that I used to pull. I'm going 
to shake the dust of Pennsylvania 
from my feet and go to the Pacific 
coast. I’ve learned to be a cob 
bler and I’m going into the shoe busi- 
ness out west, where no one will know 
me, and where I will have a chance 
to start life over again.” 

Buzzard began stealing at the age 
of fifteen, when he and three brothers 
organized a gang to raid farms in the 
Welch mountains. When twenty he 
began serving a ten-year term in Lan- 
caster county. He broke out of jail 
and was recaptured several months 
later, 

After serving several other  sen- 
tences he was released from Cherry 
Hill in 1901. Then it was be profess- 
ed reformation and began preaching. 
He did his evangelistic work during 
the day and stole poultry at night. In

MAN 13 BORN AGAIN 


Removal of Brain Tumor Leaves 
Patient an Infant. 


Gradually He Is Beginning the Use of 
His Faculties, and the Surgeons 
Say He Will Fully 
Recover. 
Denver.—Every morning a number 
of the leading surgeons of Denver 
gather at the county hospital’ to watch 
the remarkable spectacle of a man six- 
ty-three years old literally being born 
into the world. Bach day the patient 
acquires the use of one or two more 
of his faculties, until he can now 
move, eat, recognize persons and 

Speak a few words. 

The man is Luther Dionne, who for 
five years has been practically dying 
from a tumor in his brain. He was 
(paralyzed, speechless, sightless and 
outwardly dead on December 30 last 
when two surgeons operated upon his 
brain. 

They removed a tumor larger than 
a walnut from the cortex of the 
brain. The tumor had destroyed all 
the nerve fibers except those running 
to the heart and lungs. 

For two weeks after the operation 
Luther Dionne lay as if dead. He was 
fed through the nostrils. Then he 
began to undergo a complete _ sec- 
ond birth into life. His fingers began 
to move. The next day his toes moved. 
On the third day he could lift his 
arm slightly, and so on, day after day, 
the rejuvenation continued. At the 
end of ten days he regained his sight, 
but was like a baby, and knew no one. 
When two weeks had passed he spoke 
& word or so, repeating after the 
nurse “food” or doctor or nurse, 

A few days ago the aged man was 
so far recovered that he could sit up 
in bed, feed himself, distinguish one 
nurse from another and speak quite a 
few of the simpler words that he had 
heard used by the people in his ward. 

One of the surgeons says that Di- 
onne is well on the road to complete 
recovery, and that he is regaining his 
normal faculties as fast as new nerve 
fibers grow through his brain. Mem- 
ory has not yet returned, but in time 
he will be able to take up his life 
where it left off when he lost con- 
sciousness five years ago.

RESTORE OLD MEETING HOUSE 


South Structure in Boston Has 
Ancient Features Again After 
Paint Is Washed Off.

Boston, Mass.—If those British dra- 
goons who sailed away from Boston 
137 years ago could return to the 
scenes of their riding exploits they 
would probably recognize the Old 
South meeting house as it has emerg- 
ed today from beneath the drab paint 
of nearly a century.

Telis Convicts That They Regard Die 
covery, Not Crime, as Reprehen- 
sible—Wife of Official of Vol- 
unteer League Reads. 


Joliet, Ill—"“The big trouble with 
you men is that you believe crime 
consists nat in breaking the law, but 
in getting caught at it,” said Adjutant 
Charles Brandon Booth, son of Gen. 
Ballington Booth, in an address re 
cently to 1,000 prisoners in the Joliet 
penitentiary. 

As secretary general of the Volun- 
teers’ Prison league Adjutant Booth, 
accompanied by his wife, Naomi 
Booth, visited the prison in an effort 
to broaden the work of the league and 
to hold out to the imprisoned men the 
offer of parole under the Volunteers’ 
system. 

“When you get out of prison you 
should remember that crime consists 
in breaking the law of man,” he con- 
tinued, “whether you are caught at it 
or not, and sin consists in breaking 
the law of God. The difference is 
that you may break man-mtide laws 
sometimes without punishment, but 
when you break the laws of heayen 
there is no hope for eseape. Your 
sin will always find you out.”

Chicopee, Mass.—Henry Holder Col- 
pus, who claims to be a natural son 
of the late King Edward of England 
and half-brother of King George V., 
was married here to Mrs. Mary A.

Men of War Who Violate Laws 
Divided into Two Classes. 


Offenders Promising Reform Are Sent 
as ‘Detentioners” to Disciplinary 
Barracks, Others Receive 
Hard Work, 


Washington.—Naval prisoners are 
divided into two broad classes; first, 
those convicted of offenses involving 
moral turpitude or violation of gen- 
eral laws of the country, and, second, 
those convicted of purely military of- 
fenses. In order that young naval 
prisoners who have been guilty only 
of military offenses may not be com- 
pelled to associate with criminals, of- 
fendeis of the first class are sent to 
state prisons. There they are sub- 
jected to the rules and discipline of 
the institution in which they are con- 
fined in the same manner as persons 
convicted by civil courts, except that 
as to reduction of sentence for good 
conduct they receive the same benefit 
as men confined in naval prisons, The 
state prisons in which such naval pris- 
oners are confined are the Connecticut 
state prison, Wethersfield, Conn.; the 
New Hampshire state prison, Concord, 
N. H., and the California state prison, 
San Quentin, Cal. 

Certain offenders of the 
class, whose previous records

been bad or afford little foundation on | 


which to base hopes of reform, 
whose retention in 
other reasons regarded not desirable, 
are sent to naval prisons or 
ships, where they perform hard labor, 
but are saved from association with 
criminals. These naval prisons and 
prison ships are in a satisfactory 
shape as to discipline and sanitary 
conditions. All prisoners are 
ed to do outdoor work, thus removing 
the depressing effect of constant 
door confinement, They are generally 
in better physical condition when dis- 
charged from prison than when they 
are received. The 
quantity, of good quality and is well 
cooked, 

Offenders of the second class, whose 
previous records give hope of reform, 
are sent to what are known as “naval 
disciplinary barracks.” ‘These offend- 
ers are called ‘“detentioners” instead 
of “prisoners;” they continue to wear 
their naval uniform instead of the 
prison garb, and instead of perform- 
ing “hard labor” they are put through 
a carefully selected course in service 
drills and instructions, with a view to 
increased efficiency when restored to 
duty. These detentioners, although 
deprived of liberty and pay during de- 
tention, escaped the ignominy which 
attaches to persons who have served 
a térm in prison, After a detentioner 
has satisfactorily served two-thirds of 
the period to which he is sentenced, 
he is placed on probation at the dis- 
ciplinary barracks, and, as far as pos- 
sible, with duties similar to those per- 
formed by other enlisted men in the 
navy. During the probationary period 
the detentioner is carefully observed 
by the officers in charge, and if his 
conduct warrants such action he is un- 
conditionally returned to general duty. 
This last provision makes it possible 
for any detentioner at the disciplinary 
barracks whose sentence includes dis- 
honorable discharge to save himself 
from such a discharge. 

By the establishment of the deten- 
tion system and the consequent abil- 
ity to segregate offenders of the differ- 
ent classes the whole subject of pris- 
oners in the navy has, in general, 
been developed along modern ideas of 
prison reform. 

The disciplinary barracks now in 
use by the government are at Port 
Royal, S. C., and Puget sound, Bremer- 
ton, Wash,

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COINS 10 NIGARAGUA 


Money Is Shipped from New 


York to the Capital. 


Funds Sent on Steamer Are in Silver 
and Copper to Replace the Dis- 
credited Paper Now in 
Circulation. 


New York.—When the steamship 
Panama, bound for the port of Pana- 
ma, sailed from her pier in the North 
River she carried coins to the value 
of over $180,000, which are destined 
for Nicaragua, and form part of a 
project of putting the currency of that 
republic on a new and solid basis. 
The coins are packed in some sixty- 
four boxes and twenty-five “drums.” 
They are entirely copper and silver. 
They will be transshipped across the 
{sthmus and thence by steamer to 
Managua, the capital, on the west 
coast. 

The coins and paper money as well 
will be put in circulation, and will 
gradually replace the old depreciated 
paper currency of the country. In 
the course of the next few weeks over 
$100,000 in money will be shipped to 
Bluefields, on the Atlantic coast, so 
that the money will be put into cireu- 
lation practically simultaneously. At 
about the same time a load of bank 
notes issued by the new National Bank 
of Nicaragau will also be shipped ta 
the country. 

Not only will the general value of 
the Nicaraguan currency be changed 
in the course of the next few months, 
but the de nominations of the currency 
will be altered Hitherto the 
standard coin of the country has been 
the peso, originally worth about 20 
cents, which has been depreciated by 
constant and rt of paper 
money, till, two its value 
was 5 cents. The new national coin- 
age, and also the paper currency, will 
be modeled on the American system. 
The standard will be the “cordoba,” a 
silver coin equal in value to an Amer- 
fcan dollar. ‘The smailest banknote 
will be the one-cordoba bill; the sil- 
ver will be of the same denomination 
as the American, with the addition of 
a copper half-cent. 

This shipment is the most substan- 
tial accomplishment of a two years’ 
campaign to reform the financial con- 
dition of Nicaragua. The firm of J. & 
W. Seligman Co. of 1 William street, 
which first understook to help finance 
the republic in 1911, hag advanced the 
money necessary for the issuing of 
the new currency, having among other 
securities, a certain percentage on the 
import duties into the country, to be 
collected by one of its own agents. 

They recommended, first, that be: 
fore any new money ‘was introduced 
into the country a large part, at least, 
of the old paper currency shou#d be 
summarily destroyed. This advice has 
been taken, and up to date a sum of 
$12,000,000 paper currency has been 
burned, and many millions more will 
meet the same fate. The agents, it is 
said, commonly used the fireboxes of 
railroad locomotives incinerators. 
This is said to be the nearest the Ni- 
caraguan railroads have ever come ta 
being run on Nicaraguan capital. 

By this means the rate of exchanga 
has been lowered nearly 50 per cent. 
and the paper peso is now worth the 
sum of 8 cents, gold, which rate will 
remain. 

The new money will be gradually 
given out as the old paper currency is 
called in, and 12% pesos will be re 
ceived in exchange for one silver cor: 
doba. It is not expected that the ig- 
norant people will take to the mew 
system without suspicion, accustomed 
as they are to vast fluctuations in the 
currency, but the intelligent people 
and the business classes will probably 
take the new money without hesita- 
tion.

GUOD ROADS IN 
NEW ENGLAND 


How Connecticut Proposes to 
Improve Conditions 


The bill now pending in the Con- 
necticut legislature calling for an 
issue of bonds to the extent of 
$5,000,000 for the building of six 
trunk line roads on concrete found- 
ations, together with the construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads now 
in progress, necessitates improved 
methods of hauling the material 
for these roads. For years this 
work has been done by carts or 
wagons, but there have been two 
serious objections to this method, 
one being the heavy cost of haul- 
ing rock and other material in 
this manner; and the other, the 
wear and tear on the roads over 
which these carts or wezgons have 
to travel. In respect to the latter, 
it was found that the construction 
of new roads tended to increase 
the cost of maintaining old roads. 

Investigation of this phase of 
road building certain

| Woburn Gas Light Co. Capital 
Established by Legislative 
Enactment 


Governor Foss has signed the 
bill establishing the capital stock 
of the Woburn Gas Light company 
$45,100. and validating the 
This is 
the same bill which was introduced 
in the legislature two years ago, 
and was then opposed by Repre- 


at 


sentative J. H. Parker, Jr., who 
felt that he voiced the sentiment 
of his Woburn constituents that 


the company should not have this 


legislative favor unless it was will- 


ing to grant a substantial conces- 
sion to our citizens in the price 
of its gas. The consession was 
made by the company’s reducing 
the net price of gas from $1.40 
per m. to $1.25 per m. and the 
opposition to the bill ceased. 

Mr. Johnson, treasurer of the 
company, expresses himself as 
much pleased with the tactful 
assistance that he has received 
from Representative Henry L. An- 
drews, who this year has carried 
the measure through the Public 
Lighting committee, the House 


and the Senate, and explained the 
bill to Governor 
The bill was originally presented 


in order to legalise certain technical

omissions that occurred in the 
early years of the corporation. It 
is a provision of law that notice 


of all changes in capital stock shall 
be filed within a prescribed time 


with the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth. This, the company 
failed to do, and virtually the 
change in capitalization never had 
any legal status. This failure to 
meet its legal requirements on the 
part of the company was discov- 
ered by the committee of citizens 
which was working for cheaper 
gas two years ago, and they got 
busy at once. It was used, and 
legitimately, as a means to secure 
the end for which the committee 
was working. Popular sentiment 
was behind it, and Representative 
Parker took the matter up and 
succeeded in holding up the bill, 
and causing its rejection. 

The gas commissioners in due 


time were appealed to and hearings 
were held, long exhaustive 
hearings, and the oldtime manage- 
ment of the company did not emerge 
from the contest with any very 
enviable record. The death of Mr.

Not merely the ripe timbe 
will be sold to make room for a 


new crop, but on part of the area 
the purehasers will be expecta 
to take everything in ight, after 
the time-honored fashion of most 
lumbering that is done on private 
lands. In short, the forest will 
destroyed. 

In the Kaniksu sale part of the 
area will be clear-cut because the 
land is more valuable for agri- 
culture than for forests. ~ Stump 
land in the same neighborhood 
sells for as high as $40 or 550 an 
acre; sometimes even more. While 
the present stand of timber on 
the best land within the Forest 
is, according to the Forest service, 
in general worth more than the 
land apart from the timber, the 
annual returns obtainable from 
farm crops make agriculture the 
best form of use for this land. 

To open to homestead entry 
land with from $5,000 to $7,000 
worth of timber on each homestead 
unit, as is the case on many home- 
stead areas on the Kaniksu, tends 
to put a premium on its entry 
by timber speculators. From the 
speculators they go to lumber 


companies, and the lumber com-j 


panies may hold back agricultural 
development either by keeping 
the timber intact for a long period, 
or by cutting the land clean and 
then holding it at a price which 
the prospective home-builder look- 
ing for cheap land to develop can 
not pay.

Much being said now about 
the great boot and shoe industry 
of New England, and a particular 
commendation of that industry 
seems to be the fact that it is a 
great campetitive industry, in 
which there are no trusts. Just 
now there is general discussion of 
the removal of the existing 10 
per cent tariff, and there are plenty 
of predictions that the removal 


will cause hardship to the indus- 
try. In view of these predictions 
of misfortune, it is interesting to 
know that our boot and shoe 
manufacturers are able to get 
over the thirty per cent tariff on 
the nadian border and to sell 
our Northern neighbors far and 
away more pairs of shoes than to 
any other country except the Re 

public of Cuba. In just five years 
the exportation of boots and shoes 
to Canada has doubled, the United 
States sending her in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1912, 1,231,- 
731 pairs, while it sent to Cuba 
2,792,561 pairs in the same year. 
The next largest customer is 
Mexico with 822,000 pairs and 
England,—Heaven help us!

Los Angeles.—Henry W. Hunting- 
ton, of New York and Los Angeles, 
who at the age of sixty-three is retir- 
ing from business as rapidly as pos- 
Bible, but whose fortune of forty or 
fifty million dollars will keep right 
on working for him, said that the 
habit of saving paves the road to 
wealth. 

Mr. Huntington believes that this is 
an age of great opportunity for young 
men and this is his recipe for suc- 
cess: 

“Save a little every week. ‘When 
you get an increase of wages or sal- 
ary continue to live within the for- 
mer limits and save the increase.

SPECIAL MEETING 
OF CITY COUNCIL 


For Purpose of Considering the 
Organization of a Board of 
Trade—Slim Attendance 


The much heralded meeting of 
the city council to inaugurate a 
movement to form a Board of 
Trade took place last evening 
in the council chamber, as a result 
of an order introduced by <Alder- 
man Blake at a previous meeting. 
It was intended to be a public 
meeting to which everybody was 
invited, but whether this was mis- 
understood or whether everybody 
was busy elsewhere, not more than 
a dozen citizens outside the mem- 
bers of the council, were present. 
Under the circumstances it was 
considered inadvisable to arrive 
at any definite decision, and the 
meeting was opened to general 
discussion of the question. 

Alderman Blake spoke a few 
words introducing the subject, stat- 
ing his purpose to be to better the 
business conditions, and to bring 
to this city some of the manufac- 
turing plants which to his know- 
ledge had considered settling here, 
but had not done so, for lack of 
some organization such as_ that 
which was proposed. Following 
him James F. McGrath spoke 
somewhat as follows: This is a 
question which ought to interest 
every citizen and taxpayer, for 
every man in the city of Woburn 
would be benefitted by the coming 
here of new business. Now every 
manufacturer who looks over the 
city with a view to coming here, 
asks. ‘“What have you to offer,’’and 
especially ‘‘Can you supply plenty 
of help?’’ We can supply everything 
that they can ask for. Mr. Me- 
Grath went on to advise that a 
secretary with a sufficient salary, 
be employed by the Board of 
Trade to look up all possible chanc~ 
es and to do everything in his 
power to bring new business here. 
Mr, McGrath emphasized the idea 
that this secretary should be a 
steady employee, sufficiently well 
paid to enable him to put all his 
time and ability to the work. 

Ex-Alderman Highley then 
spoke, but in a different vein, 
speaking very plainly of the if- 
ficulties which the former board of 
trade had been forced to contend 
against, the chief obstacle being 
the same spirit of indifference 
which was shown last evening in 
the small and unrepresentative 
number of citizens present. Mr, 
Highley went on to read several 
letters he had received showing 
where firms might be induced 
to come here if they were properly 
met and welcomed. 

Mayor William Henchey took 
the floor and spoke briefly, com- 
mending the council for its order 
and expressing his regret at not 
seeing more citizens present. He 
compared their indifference with 
the insistence with which they 
made repeated demands upon the 
city for costly improvements and 
repairs. In closing he suggested 
that the hearing should be post- 
poned to a later date and that 
such publicity be given to it as 
to enable every citizen to know 
about it.

ANOTHER FAKE EXPLODED 


During the past winter there 
have been persistent reports of 
the discovery of gold and other 
valuable ores in the vicinity of 
Albion, Pushmataha County, Okla, 
some finds being reported as ex- 
ceeding 860 a ton and some even 
as approaching a value of $600 
a ton. It has been known in the 
Interior department that several 
mining companies have been or 
are being organized on the basis 
of these assertions and that many 
persons have been induced to in- 
vest in the stock. The excitement 
produced by the alleged rich values 
has resulted in requests for an 
authoritative examination of the 
lands and the temporary suspension 
of the sales of the tracts ofIndian 
lands on or near which the sup- 
posed finds were located.  Al- 
though from its general knowledge 
of the geology of the region the 
teological survey reported that 
there is no likelihood that the area 
contains commercial quantities of 
gold, the reports and the demands 
were so persistent that by direction 
of the secretary of the interior a 
field examination was made last 
month by Henry G. Ferguson, as- 
sociate geologist of the survey. 
Mr. Ferguson reports the entire 
absence, so far as can be recognized 
in the field, of gold or other metals 
in the commercial quantities. There 
any vein or metaliferous deposit of 
such character as to increase the 
market value of the land. The 
rocks in the region consist of chert, 
shale, and sandstone, carrying here 
and there small amounts of pyrite, 
which is known to the miner 
fool’s gold. None of the supposed 
rich ore, which is generally a brown 
or gray sandstone, when crushed 
and panned yielded any free gold. 
The entire local excitement ap- 
pears to be based on certain fabu- 
lously high made chiefly 
on material dug from wells. As- 
say certificates which reported as 
much as 382 ounces of gold a ton 
were shown to Geologist Ferguson,

ore, collected by him and assayed 
by Ledoux & Co, of New: York, 
showed less than 2 cents in gold 
and half a cent in silver to the ton. 
The certificates which are 
being shown the promotors 
are therefore either directly or in- 
direetly fraudulent in character.

new board has added 72,000 acres 
to the total previously approved 
for purchase. 

Of the three tracts added New 
Engiand is especially interested 
in the New Hampshire one. 
is in the White Mountains and its 
forests protect the héadwaters of 
the Connecticut river. The tract 
covers 7,500 facres on the western 
slope of Mount Moosilaukee, 
of the prominent and 
known peaks in the region. 

In part the tract is covered with 
virgin spruce forest. Another part 
has a valuable stand of mixed 
spruce and hardwoods on lands 
which were cut over 75 years ago, 
while a third portion of the area 
contains lands which have 
partially cut over in more 
years. 

With the approval of this tract 
the total acreage for federal for- 
ests in the White mountains will 
amount to some 90,000 acres. Al- 
together the forest lands in the 
ast, approved for purchase under 
the Weeks law, 
500,000 acres, made up, addi- 
tion to the White mountain area, 
of various tracts in the mountains 
of Virginia, North Carolina, Ten-

Rev. Joseph C. Bodwell died 
of a third paralytic seizure at his 
home in Machiasport, Me., on 
Friday, April 18, aged seventy- 
three years.
